Tue Repertion Recorp.—In former times the history of wars was made by 
those who controlled the great sources of public information. Kings gave 
such inclination to history as seemed best to serve their purposes. The ma- 
terials for subsequent historical writings were of the most meagre sort. The 
— report, the conversation of courtiers, here and there a manuscript 
rom some private individual, these alone survived to be the small basis on 
which to build historical structures. We may well hesitate to accept the 
stories of Herodotus, gathered from such scant sources of information, and 
——e himself must remain uncontradicted only for the reason that he 
was the maker of the history he wrote, and no one could require that he 
make or write it truly. 

_ So even at as late a period as the American Revolution, the materials of 
history are very few, and the suspicion has been again and again suggested 
that the scarcity of material had enabled some writers of history to suppress 
contemporary manuscripts which were the only existing proofs of the care- 
lessness or the prejudice which had led to mistakes in the historian. The
